Claim 14. (currently amended) The method of claim 13 wherein said purge stream is 
employed in an alkylation zone to form an alkylate of mixed isooctanes. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a process as claimed in which the mixture from the 
combination zone is passed directly to a metathesis zone and then a mixture, which is separate 
from the propylene produced in the metathesis zone, is passed to a skeletal isomerization zone. 
The closest prior art to Commereuc (US 6,743,958 B2) discloses the separation of the mixture 
from the combination zone with a separated stream being skeletally isomerized. There is no 
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suggestion in Cpmmereuc that a mixture as claimed can be recovered from the metathesis zone 
and then skeletally isomerized.
